"I am advised that at your solici- 
tation the butchers of Oakland drew 
up an ordinance which you have since 
relegated to the waste basket, and in

bears upon Its face the marks of a 
certain powerful corporation, receiv- 
ing free government Inspection 
"The question arises as to whether 
this council considers that It possesses 
greater legislative wisdom than 
the 
Senate of the United States? This Is 
evidently the opinion of your commit- 
tee, which has placed Itself on record 
as indorsing the ordinance In ques- 
tion, which is In direct conflict with 
the rulings of that august body, and 


would be difficult to maintain if the 
Backers and slaughterers were forced 
o pay the cost of inspection. You 
will, therefore, see that the policy of 
he proposed ordinance Is the antithe- 
1s—the' exact opposite—of that in- 
dorsed by the United States Senate. 
"Another reason I ' beg to urge 
against the proposed ordinance is that

XATIONAIi ACT. 
"Since the passage of the Natlona 
Meat Inspection 
Act by Congress 


which you are no doubt aware gov- 
erns only such meats and meat prod- 
ucts as are Intended for export and 
interstate commerce, Senator Bever- 
idge has continuously advocated tlw 
doctrine set forth In your proposed or- 
dinance, namely, that the cost of in 
speotlon should be paid by the pack- 
ers and slaughterers. On every ooca- 
Blon that the question of the smoun 
of the appropriation to be granted tr 
the agricultural department of 
th 
Federal Government, the greater part 
of which Is expended upon meat In 
spectlon by the Bureau of Animal In 
dustry of that department, has been 
debated In the Senate, Mr Beveridge 


unconstitutional. 
When 


therefore 
Congress 
passed the Pure Food and Drugs Act 
he legislature of this State In Its wis- 
dom passed a similar aot to cover the 
oeal market, as the Federal act only 
covered each food and drugs as took 
part In the foreign and 
Industrial 
commerce 
I believe that It 
would 
have been equally proper and benefi- 
cial if, at the same time, a State meat 
nspection act had been passed. As 
this was not done, the duty devolves 
upon yuu to fill the gap left by the 
Federal Inspection Aot and protect 
the people of Oakland by an ordi- 
nance governing the 
Inspection of 
meats pjaced upon this market 
The 
wholesale and retail butchers of this 
city are as respectable and reputable 
a body of citizens as It would be pos- 
sible to find In any other trade, call- 
Ing or profession; they are to a man 
In favor of Inspection, as I understand 
It. The question now before your 
honorable board, la not, therefore, 
whether there should be Inspection, 
but who should pay for it. What we 
object to In the present ordinance is 
the saddling of the cost of inspection 
upon the wholesaler Instead of 
the 
consumer, who upon the decision of 
the United States Senate ought to pay 
it. As the State pays the Inspection 
carried on under Us pure food law, 
the producers and handlers of every 
other kind of food except meat are 
not taxed, except as individual mem- 
bers of the community Nevertheless, 
you propose to tax the producers of 
meat. Surely this li making flesh of 
one and fish of 
another—In other 
words, class legislation, and therefore 
unconstitutional. 
DANGER OF MONOPOLY. 
"I desire to offer one more Impor- 
tant objection' to your ordinance, 
nam-ely, that it will tend to force the 
wholesale meat business into a few 
hands, and ultimately lead to a mo- 
nopoly, which would injure the con- 
sumer to a far greater extent than 
the payment of the cost of inspection. 


be another and roundabout way of 
taxing the consumer. The wholesaler 
would place the cost of inspection in 
the expense column, to be covered by 
... price'charged the retailer for the 
meat, and the latter would pass It on 
to his customers. It Is because you 
cannot do that that this ordinance is 
so strenuously objected to. As there 
are some two or three companies who 
supply this market who also cany on 
export and interstate trade, they en- 
joy FREE GOVERNMENT INSPEC- 
TION. These companies you cannot 
tax, as you are bound to accept the 
United States government's 
stamp 
borne by the meat supplied by them. 
This is where 'the nigger In the wood 
pile' becomes conspicuous, and 
the 
true Inwardness of this ordinance Is 
expos.sd. Let us say that 11200 a year 
is only a small sum, but is quite large 
enough to enable the wholesaler who 
Is not paying It to undersell those who 
are. It may only make meat a shade 
cheaper, but every retailer will tell 
you that it is only by taking advantage 
of such shades that the business Is 
made to pay. If I am right In this, the 
result will be to drive the greater 
number of wholesalers out of busi- 
ness sooner or later. This will place 
those firms liaving free inspection ul- 
Jmately in control of the 
market. 
With both stockmen and retailers In 
their power, competition will be killed 
and the consumer will have to pay any 
price the monopoly chowses to ask! 


WAHNS AGAINST BESTTLT. 


"This, In my opinion, is Just the re- 
sult the proposed ordinance 
was 
framed to bring about. 
Gentlemen, 
you must remember that you are not 
now legislating for the pretty rural 
town to which I was Introduced In the 
early '70s, but for a thriving, growing 
city with a vast extent of territory to 
fill up. This Greater Oakland, prop- 
erly governed, promises in time, from 
Its magnificent and picturesque loca- 
tion, to become one of the great cities 
of the world, from a commercial, man- 
ufacturing and residential point of 
view. Under these circumstances Is 
it wise to take any action which is 
bound to limit and place In few hands 
so great an industry as the wholesale 
butchering tradte? The ordinance be- 
fore you will certainly close one ave- 
nue of Investment, besides entailing 
upon the community the burden of 
dear meat. Remember that with the 
present open market and free compe- 
tition, meat Is selling in all the cities 
around the bay for about four-fifths 
of the prices ruling in Eastern mar- 
kets 
Why?

The Proposed Insurance Merger 


The recent purchase by J. Pierpont Morgan of 


the controlling interest in the stock of the Equit- 
able Life Insurance Company, coupled with the 
report th^it a scheme is on foot to merge the 
{Equitable with the New York Life and Mutual 
Life, is a matter worthy of more than passing con- 
sideration. The Equitable has assets aggregating 
more than $472,000,000. A combination of the 
"three companies would place under the control of 
a single group of men more than $1,700,000,000, 
(largely in convertible securities and money. This 
prast aggregation of wealth is primarily security 
TOT the redemption of outstanding policies, indeed 
is-in reality the property of, the policy-holders who 
'•created it. Therefore, in equity if not law this 
huge mass of mobilized capital is in the last an- 
alysis a trust fund for the benefit of policy bene- 
ficiaries. 


But how little do the policy-holders have to say 


ihow this money shall be handled and invested 
•Scattered all over the earth they cannot be brough 
together for effective organization for the protec- 
tion of their own interests, or to assert control over 
the assets which alone give value to their policies 
The State of New York, under laws recently 
enacted, exercises a vigilant supervision of insur- 
ance management, but this supervision goes little 
farther than protecting the surplus from waste, di- 
.yersion and unprofitable investment. The power to 
(wield the enormous capital held and controlled by 
jlthe companies is still vested in a few men. This 
ijpower is potent for good or ill; it involves the con- 
Itrol of railway systems, trust companies and large 
(industrial enterprises. Hence a merger of the three 
•tig life 
insurance 
companies would 
create 


capitalistic combination of such immense' propor- 
tions as to be positively alarming. 


The Equitable, with assets amounting to more 


•than $472,000,000, has a nominal capital of $100,- 
000, it being a stock corporation organized under 
the laws of New York. The mere power to con- 
trol so huge a sum as $472,000,000 is a tremendous 
financial asset that can be made a source of enor- 
mous profit without impairment of capital or mak- 
ing bad investments. Of necessity big insurance 
companies must carry large sums of ready money 
which is usually loaned out on call; also, the con- 
ditions of their being require them to invest heavily 
in convertible interest-bearing securities, and are 
continually making investments. Tney are, there- 
fore, big buyers of railway and other bonds, and 
are thus brought into close relations with railway 
operators, trust companies and bond brokers. 


The control of one of the 
big life 
insurance 


companies is of great strategic importance in the 
financial world, hence the titanic struggle a few 
years ago between rival groups of bankers and 
railway, operators for the control of the Equitable 
ind the New York Life—the Harriman influence 
being predominant in the former and the Morgan 
influence predominating in the latter. Now the 
Equitable has passed to the control of Morgan, 
tnd if there is a merger, it may well be supposed 
Jiat the Mutual will become subject to the same 
influence unless measures are taken to neutralize 
the management. 


It is true that when Thomas F. Ryan bought the 


controlling interest in the 
Equitable stock he 


created a trust which vested the voting power in a 
board of tiustees, but even this is not always a 
genuine safeguard against improper manipulation 
to influence the money market—to bull or depress 
stocks, and thus affect speculation—and 
extend 


accommodations, even on the best of security, as 
the price of private concessions of great value in 
other directions—in other words, promote the 
^building up of a financial oligarchy. Those are a 
/few of the reasons why the proposed merger has 
ja sinister significance to the public, and is some- 
thing'to be watched with suspicious vigilance. 


The final act in the annexation of Oakland's for- 


mer nourishing outside suburbs was performed at 
noon yesterday when the official certificate of the 
vote cast at the recent annexation election was 
filed with the Secretary of State at Sacramento. 
Every requirement of the law has been complied 
,with, and Oakland now securely extends to San 
Leandro creek on the east and to the Contra Costa 
boundary line on the north, with the exception of 
Alameda, Berkeley, Piedmont, Emeryville and Al- 
bany, all of which will unite with it in due time 
to carry out harmoniously its future prosperous 
Career and destiny. 


A Word to Advertisers. 


One of the leading department stores of Oak- 


land inquires if THE TRIBtRNE intends to raise 
its advertising rates, stating that the publisher of 
a catch-penny transitory sheet printed on Sunday 
mornings is spreading such a report. 


It is strange that sensible business men •would 


give credence to reports emanating' from such a 
source. The selfish and malicious character of such 
stories is obvious on their face. Whenever THE 
TRIBUNE has any announcement to make to its 
patrons it will do so through its accredited agents 
and not through a vagrant and hostile medium 
seeking to derive an advantage by misrepresent- 
ing old established newspapers. 


THE TRIBUNE has no present intention of 


advancing advertising rates, and if it had the pub- 
lisher of the ephemeral publication alluded to 
would know nothing about it. The managers of 
this paper do not give their confidence to persons 
engaged in lying about it in the hope of making 
business for themselves.

Christmas Stamp Warning. 


The Postmaster-General has notified the post- 


masters throughout the country that "Christmas 
stamps," or "other adhesive charity stamps or 
labels," will not be recognized by "Great Britain, 
Orange River Colony, Rhodesia of the South and 
the Transvaal" as postage, and they refuse to admit 
articles bearing such non-postage emblems to 
their mails. "Christmas stamps" are really trade 
stamps or advertisements, hence the objection 
raised to their recognition as a postal tariff by the 
governments named. Germany will admit articles 
bearing such stamps only when they are affixed 
to the back and not to the face. 


Postmaster Schafer has sent out notices to all 


concerned that articles liable to be refused admit- 
tance to any of the countries named on account of 
bearing charity stamps will be returned to the 
sender, if known, or, if the sender be not known, 
will be sent to the "Dead Letter Office" at Wash- 
ington, D. C. In sending his instructions to post- 
masters on this subject Second Assistant Postmas- 
ter-General Joseph Stewart notifies them that "all 
articles bearing 'Christmas stamps' for transmis- 
sion in *the international mails should bear upon 
the covers the full address of the sender." Evi- 
dently the suggestion is a wise one, as it is de- 
signed to prevent Christmas presents going irre- 
coverably astray into the "Dead Letter Office." 


The order has a direct effect upon the Red 
>oss Society which is deserving of being specially 
considered by the friends of that organization, as 
a special series of "Christmas stamps" has been 
ssued in behalf of the Tube'rculosis League of that 
charitable organization to aid it in carrying on its 
crusade against the "white plague." It has been 
suggested, and the suggestion is a good one, that 
he friends of the society who desire to help it to 
carry out its philanthropic object should enclose 
he stamps inside the package, and put on the 
outside the regular postage to insure its transmis- 
sion through the mails wherever the package may 
be destined. In so doing, the holiday souvenir 
feature, which the "Christmas stamp" represents, 
will be carried out, and the package mailed will be 
sure of delivery.

Another great horror has been removed 


in the last few years by the discovery 
that leprosy can be cured. The fact was 
announced to the world from Louisiana, 
where 
this 
disease was 
flrst 
cured 


through careful, Intelligent and continued 
treatment. 
Up to this time it had been 


regarded as the worst to which mankind 
was subject, incurable and awful in the 
suffering It caused and the hideous con- 
sequences that followed. The good news 
of cures from Louisiana waa soon fol- 
lowed by similar favorable reports from 
Hawaii. On Monday came the news from 
Honolulu that a re-examination of lepers 
confined on the island of Molokal, of the 
Hawaiian group, showed that one-half of 
them had been found free from leprosy, 


and likely in consequence to be turned 
loose.

DOG MEAT 


FOR PARIS 


Several applications for authority to es- 


tablish slaughter houses for dogs in'Parts, 
the flesh to be sold as food for human 
consumption, are 
under consideration, 


and many strong protests against the 
proposition have been made. 


Dr de Courmelles, president of 
the 


French Anti-vivisection sloclety, says he 
does not regard the eating of dog flesh 
as necessarily Injurious If the animal is 
In a healthy state when killed. He points 
out, however, that the dog is very sub- 
ject to excitement, which may easily 
produce toxic effects, as. In fact, Is the 
case with beeves. 


Dr. de Courmelles seeks to discourage 


the fattening of dogs for slaughter by 
the contention that the practice would 
not be profitable. — New York Times

Director Durand Sets Forth 


the Conditions of 


Employment 


•WASHINGTON, D. C.t Dec. ».—United 


States Census Director Durand today Is- 
sued a statement deflnlnc the qualifica- 
tions, duties and compensation of census 
enumerators. He states that one of the 
duties Imposed upon the supervisor* by 
the census act !• the designation of suit- 
able persons to be employed, with the 
content of the Director of the Census, as 
enumerators within their respective dis- 
tricts. 
It la further provided that su 
persons shall be selected solely with 
view to fitness, and without reference to 
their political party affiliations. 
"The census aot provides that th< 
enumeration of population and sericul- 
ture shall begin on April 16. 1910, and 
that each enumerator shall complete the 
work required In his district -within thirty 
days In the caae of rural districts and 
small towns, and within two weeks In 
the case of any Incorporated city, town, 
village, or borough which had 8000 in- 
habitants or more under the census of 


"It Is desirable where possible that 
the enumerator shall live hi the district 
he Is to canvass. 
He should be familiar 
with Its territory and the general char- 
acter of Its people. 
"The census, requires as enumerators 
active, energetic persons of good address. 
They must be thoroughly trustworthy, 
honest, and of good habits. 
They roust 
have at least ordinary education and be 
able to wrlta plainly and with reAson- 
able rapidity. In general, preference will 
be given to former enumerators If they 
are at present physically able to perform 
the duties of the position. 
WRITTEN APPLICATION. 
"Etech person seeking appointment as 
census enumerator must make a written 
application to the supervisor for the dis- 
trict of which he Is a resident, and said 
application must be made throughout In 
the handwriting of the applicant, and 
.must be Indorsed by two representative 
business men of the community In which 
the applicant resides. 


"All 
applicants for 
appointment 
as 
enumerators will be required to take an 
examination, to be prescribed by the Di- 
rector of the Census, to determine their 
fitness for the work. This examination 
will be of a practical character, consist- 
ing chiefly or wholly of the Oiling out of

'without justifiable cause,' refuse or 
neglect to perform the duties of the po- 
sition, and he will further be required to 
devote his entire working time to the 
census work during the period of the 
enumeration. 


"The compensation to be paid to 
enumerators Is fixed by the census act. 
and an allowance of not less than two 
nor more than four cents for each In- 
habitant, not less than twenty nor more 
than thirty cents for each farm reported, 
and ten cents for each 
barn and in- 
elosure containing live stock 
not 
on 


farms, Is provided for all 
subdivisions 
where the Director of the Census shall 
deem such remuneration sufficient. 
In 
other subdivisions the director may fix 
a mixed rate of not less than one nor 
more than two dollars per day. and. In 
addition, an allowance of not less than 
one nor more than three cents for each 
Inhabitant enumerated, and not less than 
fifteen nor more than twenty cents for 
each form reported, while in subdivisions 
where per diem rates are necessary, be- 
cause of the difficulty of the enumeration, 
the enumerator may be allowed. In the 
discretion of the director, a compensa- 
tion of not less than three nor more than 
six dollars per day of eight hours actual 
field work, each. Except In extreme cases, 
no claim for mileage or traveling ex- 
penses will be allowed to any enumerator, 
and then only when authority has been 
previously granted by the Director of 
the Census. 


Attention Is also called to the letter 


of the President, addressed to the Sec- 
retary of Commerce and Labor, a copy 
of which Is appended to the statement, 
concerning the matter of political activity 
on the part of census supervisors and 
enumerators. 
In accordance with this 
letter any enumerator must sever his 
connection with any political committee 
of which he may be a member, before 
entering on his duties, and must refrain 
from political activity during his term of 
employment.
